judge. '•! have met Mr. Holloway be- 
fore," said Judge Seward, "and he 
is "a man who has a message for us. 
I want to say, in introducing Mr. 
Holloway to this body of men. that 
if there is a set of men in this world 
that ought to be Christians, it is 
the lawyers, because they have to do 
with right and wrong. That's what 
Christianity has to do with."' 


The speaker was accorded a splen- 


did applause as he took a position 
before his audience and entered his 
pleading. 
"I feel like a young law- 


yer in Arkansas that had" to appear 
before the supreme court in a case- 
and he approached that' distinguish- 
ed body of men something after this 
fashion: 'I profess to show you fel- 
lows'—and here he was stopped by 
the chief justice, who rapped upon 
the bench and ordered him to ob- 
serve the spirit of the court. The 
young man started again, 'I profess 
to show to you fellows.' 
The court 


rapped again. 'My friend,' said the 
chief justice, 'we are not your fel- 
lows.' 


" 'I know yon aren't.' replied the 


young lawyer, 'but you are the fel- 
lows I am after.' And that's my sit- 
uation—you are the fellows I am 
after this morning. 


Tlie Great Record. 


"This is the record in the case.'' 
said the speaker, holding up 
his 


Bible. "It is reasonable to assume 
that there will be certain exceptions 
taken to the validity of the claim 
nut forth by this record, as is usual 
in court in litigated matters. 
But 


this is the record I give to yon, and 
I want to invite your attention- bv 
the way, not for the purpose of ex- 
position especially, but to illustrate 
my theme, certain parts of the third 
chapter of Romans. 
The Epistle to 


the Romans was written by that dis- 
tinguished Jewish lawyer, "Paul, and 
be has a way of expressing his opin- 
ions concisely and to the point, bnt 
we do not apprehend quite as fnllv 
as we would like to. because of ce-- 
tain difficulties in translation. 


"There is enough to give us verv 


clearjy a statement of the case, ss 
Paul makes it. and also'the conclu- 
sion that he comes to in the mat- 
ter. 


"I want yon to note the standard 


that is fixed in this third chapter of 
Romans, commencing with the ninth 
verse. The Lord gives ns the knowl- 
edsre of sin. Let ns understand that 
God just deals wirh men now as h^ 
finds them. 
Men have laws- 
and 


Paul shows through this epistle 
to 


the Romans that since 
men have 


their laws and their standards of 
justice. God is going to meet them 
on their own arround. and deal with 
them accordinglv. and in proportion 
as a man is enlightened, ar-cordinE; 
to God's grace will he deal with him, 
and in accordance with his 
merrv.

that the seed bed is firm below the 
top. two or three inches. The small 
seed of the alfalfa and the delicate 
nature of the young plant demand a 
compact seed bed in companion to 
what is allowable, for com or even 
for wheat. 


In an open, porous seed bed the soil 


is apt to dry out in tli:? upper few 
inches, sad if 11ns <>o,urs shortly 
after the sermiuatioa of the alfalfa 
the young seedlings are quite liable to 
die through lack of moisture. 


If alfalfa is to be grown after a crop 


of small grain the land should be fall 
plowed. The fall plowing allows the 
seed bed to become more compact 
than spring plowing and. in addition, 
aids in conserving mosture. The fall 
plowing should- 'be worked ia 1 the 
spring in much the same manner as 
the corn or potato ground. Alfalfa may- 
be grown tlpon summer fallow, though 
this probably has no advantage over 
corn ground.
